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EUROPE. 

St. Petersburg, June 8. — The col- 
lection of a poll tax from the poorest 
of the peasantry will entirely cease 
January 1st next, and the tax from 
the remainder of the people will be re- 
duced one-half. 

The Porto recently informed the 
United Stitcs Minister that the com- 
mercial treaty between Turkey and 
the United States will terminate March 
13, 1884. The Turkish tariff expired 
on the same date of the present year' 
After the termination of the treaty, 
the importation of all American meats 
lard, and, and similar products, will be 
prohibited. The Porte lias virtually 
increased the duties on spirits by com- 
pelling shortage at Smyrna, and also 
maintains the demand relative to the 
shortage of petreoleum. No Americ- 
an delegate lias been appointed to ne- 
gotiate with Turkey concerning a new 
tariff, although the appointment of 
one has been requested by Wallace. 

Toulon, June S. — Six thousand men 
are ready to embark for Toncpuin. 

Scutari, June 8. — A powder mag- 
azine wasj struck by lightning. A 
tremendous explosion followed, and 
many persons were killed. 

London, June -8. — The Mark Lane 
Jixpress,, in a review of the British 
grain trade of the past week, says: 
Grain is universally dull and nomin- 
ally unchanged. Cargoes steady. 
Little business done to-day in wheat. 
Moderate trade in (lour and unchang- 
ed prices; some American brands in 
fair request. 

CALTARO, Dalmatia, June 8. — A 
force of 200 Turkish regulars march- 
ing to Lipenek, were attacked and 
murdered on the 1st inst. by a body of 
Ilattis. Accounts received here state 
that sanguinary lighting took place on 
the second and third in Albania be- 
tween Turkish troops under command 
of Assym Pasha and a body of Cas- 
tralis. The Turks, it is reported, lost 
] .'500 men. 

London, June 8. — Her Majesty's 
dispatch steamer Lively, stranded near 
Stornownv. She is breaking up. 
Loss £3j,O00. 

London - , June 8. — A committee of 
influential ship owners on the project 
of another Suez Canal, have decided to 
proceed vigorously to work, especially 
as the statements made by De Los 
seps at the meeting of the Suez Canal, 
Company in Paris, are regarded as 
most unsatisfactory- , The assumption 
of De Lesseps that harmony existed 
between himself and the English di- 
rectors is strongly disproved. 

London, June 8. — A stormy debate 
arose- in the House of Commons on a mo- 
tion to recommend Lord Wolsoley's and 
Baron Alcester's annuity bills for the 
purfyuse o£ submitting proposed pensions 
for lump sums of money. Sir Wilfred 
Lawson, Radical, and Lord Randolph 
Chuechill, Conservative, opposed the mo- 
tion. The latter alleged that the Egyp- 
tian war was at first unnecessary. The 
origin of the war, he said, was disgrace- 
ful, not glorious. As a Government pup- 
pet the Khedive was the real cause of the 
massacre at Alexandria. Sir Stafford 
Northcote, Conservative, supported the 
Government in reference to the grants. 
He characterized ;v; shabby the present 
raising of a question as to the policy of the 
war. Ho declined to be led by Churchill, 
and he hoped the Houso would not be 
induced by the noble Lord to accept a 
position degrading to its honor. Glad- 
stone declared Churchill's allegations in 
regard to the Khedive entirely at variance 
with all the evidence in the hands of the 
Government. Churchill promised to give 
proofs of his statements if the Govern- 
ment would grant a proper inquiry. 

Rome, Juno 8. — The idea that the Vat- 
ican have any misgivings in regard to the 
wisdom of issuing the Papahnianifesta on 
Irish affairs, is dispelled by the fact that 
the propaganda are preparing to reprint 
live acts of the present pontificate relative 
to Ireland, for circulation among the Irish 
by the Pope and clergy. 

Dublin, June 7.— The Lord Lieuten- 
ant refuses to repreive Kelly, the convict- 
ed Phoenix Park murderer. 

Poole, already arrested, is charged with 
the murder of Kenny, in Seville Place, a 
yoar ago. 

St. Petersburg, June 8.— The Nihilist 
journal, Will uf the People, violently at- 
tacks the Czar and Czarine.

Tho technical manager of Noble's Ex- 
plosives Company has recently issued a 
statement showing the explosive power 
! of nitro-glycerine and dynamite.* In view 
of the interest attached to the subject 
1 at present, we print what he has to say: 
, "Nitro-glycerine and dynamite do not 
f when exploded, exert such a force as is 
popularly believed. To speak precisely, 
the power developed by the explosion of 
1 a ton of dynamite is equal to 45,075 tons 
raised one foot, or 45,075 foot tons. One 
I ton of nitro-glycerine similarly exploded 
will exert a power of 04,452 foot tons, and 
one ton of blasting gelatine similarly ex- 
I ploded, 71,050 foot tons. Those figures, 
' although large, need not excite terror. 
71,000 bum of ordinary building stone, if 
arranged in the form of a cube, would 
measure 90 feet on the side, and if it were 
. possible to concentrate the whole forco of 
i a ton of blasting gelatine »t the moment 
of explosion on such a mass, tho only ef- 
fect would be to lift it to the height of a 
foot. The foregoing figures are derived 
from experiments madu at Ardcer, in 
Aryshire, with an instrument which 
I gives accurate results in measuring tho 
; force of explosives. The power exerted 
! by an oxplo»'rin on surrounding objects 
is in the inverse ratio to Lite spue? tilled, 
or to the cube of the distance from the 
( point of explosion. Thus, at 100 feet 
from the exact point, of the explosion, the 
power is only one-millionth part of what 
it is at a distance of only one foot from 
i that point. Tt is thus seen that the effects 
are local and comparatively trifling at 
even short distances. If a ton of dyna- 
mite or nitro-glycerine were exploded in 
! a London street, the effect would be felt 
, severely in the immediate neighborhood 
of the explosion, but beyond that., at 
1 moderate distances, they would be con- 
lined to the mere breakage of windows. 
Vague statements have been from time to 
time promulgated, to induce the belief 
that there arc stronger explosives than 
nitro-glycerine and nitro-glycerine pre- 
parations, and that the wretched men who 
have been guilty of the late attempts on 
public buildings are in possession of more 
powerful explosives than any known to 
chemists. The public may rest assured 
that such is not. the case. Nitroglycer- 
ine and its preparations form the strongest 
explosives known. The 1.', cwt. of nitro- 
glycerine seized by the police the other 
day would, if exploded, exert a forco of 
only 4,88U foot tons. The figures repre- 
sent the maximum effect that could be 
produced— one that, never could be ob- 
' tained in practice. " 

Tho Edinburgh Scotsman, commenting 
on the above, says : 

"It will thus be seen that the damage 
done, even if the dynamite plotters suc- 
j ceed in carrying out their designs, can be 
' only limited and local, for it will he next 
to impossible for them to place a ton of 
dynamite in one particular spot without 
the risk of instant discovery. 

Keeping Old Cows. 

It pays to run a machine as long as 
1 it can be made to return a fair profit 
on the cost of operating it. Using the 
old machine saves interest on a new 
investment, and continued wear on it 
does not decrease its value, for the 
waste material in a condemned ma- 
chine will be the same whether it is 
wholly or only half worn out. 

The case is quite different with farm 
stock, which ran be used as food when 
it begins to diminish in usefulness to 
its owneri The man who keeps an ox 
or a cow till it pines with old age, is a 
double loser by so doing. It invaria- 
bly costs more in food and care to 
| maintain an old animal than ajoung 
one. As the vigor of life fails, diges- 
tion is less perfect and assimilation 
slower and more difficult, and the waste 
is greater. As the decline' goes on 
more and more food is required to pro- 
duce a given amount of labor, or milk, 
or meat. Did animals can seldom be 
fattened at a prolir, even if their flesh 
! was as valuable as that of younger 
ones, because it requires so much time 
, and feed to do it. But their flesh is 
. not equal to that of animals in their 
t prime, so there is a loss, both in the 
quality and iii the cost of producing, 
i Old cows that, have been milked till 
their life force lias been exhausted, 
I make very poor and low-priced, as well 
as expensive beef. When a cow has 
I reached twelve or fourteen years of age, 
. if hardly pays to fatten her, if she 
j could be h id for nothing. Some cows 
I of extraordinary quality may be profit- 
j ably kept as long as they can be, for 
the sake either of stock or milk, but 
j average cows are better converted in- 
1 to beef before it would be appropriate 
| to call them old.

EMIGRATION TO BRITISH COL- 
UMBIA: 



While such active preparations are 
in process to meet the increased influx 
of immigrants to the older eastern prov- 
inces and the North-west, it was only 
to be expected that British Columbia 
should also make a strenuous move in 
the same direction. As the London 
Spectatm- recently pointed out, a region 
doable the size of France and in much 
of which the ciimatejis as pleasant as 
that, of Cornwall, connot long remain 
unoccupied. There is, indeed, accord- 
ing to the modest estimate of the same 
journal, room in the province for 20,- 
000,000 of happy people, and it is ow- 
ing in part, to ignorance of its advan- 
tantagos as a home for settlers and 
chiefly, to the isolation which has been 
hitherto forced upon it, that its inhabi- 
tants for at present so small a figure. 
The day is, however, approaching when 
our Pacific Province will bo no longer 
deprived of the means of communica- 
tion with the rest of tin; Dominion, 
and through its broad fields with the 
British islands and the continent of 
Europe. The completion of the Cana- 
dian Pacific railway will connect both 
our ocean boundaries and confer on our 
far western fellow-citizens the great 
boon of being within a few days' dis- 
tance of the capital of the Dominion. 
Till then those who would avail them- 
selves of the privileges for settlement 
offered by British Columbia must be 
satisfied with such facilities of travel 
and transport as now exist. Though 
the time and money that must bo ex 
pended onjthe journey are still consider- 
able, the inconvenience is trilling when 
contrasted with what the pioneers of 
the colony had to endure. For many 
years after Vancouver Island was con- 
stituted a colony, those who ventured 
to cast their lot on that far off shore 
had to round Cape Horn, thus encoun- 
tering the perils of two oceans and a 
tedious voyage. After the establish- 
ment of the Panama railroad there 
was some improvement, the two-fold 
voyage being a saving in time, though 
some still preferred the old route, 
whether their destination was San 
Francisco or British Columbia. The 
mainland became a colony in 1858, and 
in 18CG the. island was joined to it, 
so as to form a single government. 
Five years later the province entered 
the Canadian confederation. For 
several years Victoria has been reach- 
ed from" the Old Country by crossing 
the Atlantic to Canada or the United 
States, then going by rail to San Fran- 
cisco, and from there by .steamer to 
Vancouver. The whole trip takes 
from 21 to 30 days, and though the un- 
dertaking is serious compared with 
the distance traversed to reach any 
other part of Canada, by all accounts 
the compensating advantages are pro- 
portionally great. Lord Dufl'erin pro- 
nounced British Columbia a glorious 
province; Lord Lome has been alike 
enthusiastic, and all the explorers, from 
Vancouver, who spoke highly of it 
nearly a century ago, to Dr. G. M. 
Dawson and Prof. Macoun in recen 
years, have expressed themselves in 
commendatory terms in describing its 
climate and resources. 

Gathering from these various records, 
comprising the opinions of four goner- 
tionB of witnesses to its varied wealth 
and salubrity, a mass of trustworthy 
evidence as to the value for settlement, 
of the island and the mainland, the 
officials of the local Department of ag 
riculture have compiled a pamphlet 
which supplies the intending emigrant 
with all the information that he may 
require on the subject. It is rendered 
all the more valuable by the quotation 
of the authorities from which the 
statements are made, and the utmost 
pains have been taken to anticipate 
all possible inquiries. M embers of the 
Hudson's Bay Company, oflicers of the 
navv, old residents, meteorological ob- 
servers, botanists, geologists, visitors 
of high official position, and, in fact, 
all who had written reports or any- 
thing to say concerning the Province, 
have been made to contribute to this 
excellent hand-book. The climate of 
the coast and the north and south in- 
terior, the character and extent of the 
agricultural and pastoral acres, the 
manifold mineral resources, the fisher- 
ies) and the forest wealth of this line 
province, are each in turn fully dealt 
with. One of the first things that 
struck Vancouver when he landed in 
1790 on the island that bears his name, 
was the delightful serenity of the cli- 
mate, and, in October, 1882, when 
the Marquis of Lome addressed a meet- 
ing of the loyal colonists at Victoria, 
he said that no words would be too 
strong to express the charm of a de- 
lightful land where the climate, softer 
and more constant than that of the 
South of England, ensured at all times 
an enjoyment of the wonderful loveli- 
ness of nature. Dr. Dawson classes 
the varieties of climate as those of the 
west coast, the western interior, the 
Canadian and the Arctic — the last- 
mentioned being that of the higher 
summits of the mountain ranges. The 
winter temperature generally is 100 in 
favour of Pacific, as compared with 
the Atlantic localities. The areas of 
arable and pastoral laud are scattered 
through the inner side of Vancouver 
Island, tht! district of the lower Fras- 
er, tho Kootenay District, and in 
the north, the JSfeehaco and Peace 
river districts, as . well as the inter- 
vening region. The soil in the ag- 
ricultural portions is, for the most 
part, exceedingly fertile. The 
tendency of prices for improved farm- 
ing land lias for years been decidedly 
upward, and it is, doubtless, because 
the varied resources of the province 
have drawn men to other occupations 
that, the agricultural population is not 



larger. Labor is very dear, but the 
farmer gets correspondingly high prices 
for his produce. Vancouver is well 
adapted for fruit raising, and Prof. 
Macoun sees no reason, why it should 
not yield grapes in abundance. The 
mineral resources of British Columbia 
are better known than any other fea- 
ture of its riches. They comprisegold; 
coal, iron, silver, copper, mercury, lead, 
platinum, and with its fisheries, and 
variety of serviceable timber trees, 
have contributed to give the province 
its high reputation as a producing and 
industrial centre. Of its fisheries we 
have already written. In that, as in 
other respects, Britisii Columbia holds 
its own in comparison with, any other 
region on the Pacific coast. In conclu- 
sion, while hoping that the efforts now 
being made by the authorities to pro- 
mote immigration may prove success- 
ful, we may say of British Columbia, 
as Lord Dufl'erin said long ago, that it 
is a province which Canada should be 
proud to possess, and whose association 
with the Dominion she ought lo regard 
as the crowning triumph of the Federa- 
tion — a compliment which the Minis 
ter of Agriculture has fitly chosen as 
the motto of his pamphlet. 

77/ A' TWO POLICIES. 

Our morning contemporary is at ill in 
tho doleful dumps and declines (o be com- 
forted. Within the past fortnight he has 
witnessed the failure of all his predic- 
tions respecting the Settlement and has 
seen all his finely-wrought theories torn to 
shreds by the irresistible lu^ic of events. 
It is in the memory of our readers that he 
stated that tho §750,000 granted by the 
Dominion government towards the island 
railway was not to be applied to that im- 
portant link in tho great overland high 
way at all; but was to be scattered broad- 
cast throughout the province and that he 
disputed tho statement that tho mainland 
railway bolt would bo thrown open at §1 
pur acre to actual settlors. Later in- 
formation has caused tho political wise- 
acre to become even a greater object of 
ridicule than he was when he returned 
from his bootless mission to England. 
But in spito of his recent experience he 
continues to repeat .statements that every 
ono now knows to be false, and to draw 
conclusions which tho facts do not war- 
rant. His latest opinion based on his 
chapter of errors is that tho government 
ought to resign; that having practically 
brought their peace policy to a satisfactory 
issue they should now retire and permit 
the "tight Canada" party to return to 
power. Why it is only a short time ago 
that tho country voted clown tho faction 
the mainspring of whose movements was 
distrust and hatred of Canada. The 
country bore nine years with that party, 
and what wero the results f No confi- 
dence, no immigration, no island railway, 
no improvements, no revenue, no lands 
open, general stagnation, real estate va- 
lueless, tho drydock an incubus. They 
have tried the peace policy for four 
months and-a-half, and what are the re- 
sults? Good times, large immigration, 
lands thrown open, 8750,000 secured fur 
the island railway, buildings springing up 
everywhere, real estate rising, revenue 
increasing, general prosperity. In the 
face of these evidences of the success of 
their wise and statesmanlike policy, the 
government are called on to resign the reins 
into the hands of the men who brought 
the country to the verge of bankruptcy!

THE SCHOONER DISCOVERY. 

SUPPOSED PIRACY AND MURDER. 

A MYSTERIOUS AFFAIR. 

The last trip made by the schooner Dis- 
covery was a peculiarly unfortunate one 
in more senses than one. We allude to 
the loss of one of the hands while the ves- 
sel was on her way up to the Inlet. 
Though the few particulars that were then 
to hand have been already given, it is no- 
cessary to repeat them, as they bear upon 
what has since been developed. It ap- 
pears that W. R. Rodd, who left a deep- 
water vessel lately at tiurrard Inlet, had 
been appointed captain of the schooner; 
and that it was his first trip on her. On 
her way up to the Inlet, the Discovery 
was seen being managed in such a man- 
ner as to give rise to doubts as. to the 
master's competency or temperance, as at 
the entrance to Plumper's Pass, the an- 
chor was let go right in the middle of the 
stream, in GO fathoms of water, with a fa- 
vorable tide running through the pass at 
about six knots an hour. She arrived at 
her destination safely, however, and start- 
ed again for Victoria, when last Monday, 
. I une 4 th, as she was off Miners' Lay, a 
a man was seen to fall over the stern, dur- 
ing a dead calm. No oars or lumber 
seem to have been thrown to him, no 
boat was lowered; though the man float- 
ed for some 15 minutes and the master 
says in a report which he signed, that 
every effort was made to save the unfor- 
tunate sailor, whose name was Henry 
Bapstoltz. Mr. Collinson who had put 
off in a boat from' the shore had nearly 
reached tho drowning man, when he saw 
him throw up his arms and disappear be- 
neath the water. He then went on board 
the schooner and said to the captain, 
"Why didn't you try to save him I" Rodd 
answered, "It wasn't my fault, I did all 
I could; he was knocked over by the fore- 
sail boom." The master then made out a 
report to that effect which is now in the 
hands of Supt. Todd. The schooner next 
morning was seen drifting out into the 
gulf with her anchor down, in a strong tide 
occasionally bringing up and again drift- 
ing; until sho finally fetched up off Geor- 
gian!! Point in 5-fathom water. Mr. Col- 
linson (postmaster at Miner's Lay) on 
Tuesday evening went to assist in heaving 
the anchor. Sail was made but she again 
drifted in, this time to Miners' Lay, and 
again had to anchor. On Wednesday 
evening Mr. Collinson got a man to go on 
board and assist, and the Discovery was 
towed into the stream by means of a 
skill', Collinson preceding in his sloop and 
parted company with her within half a 
mile of her present position, The next 
| that was heard was a telegram from Now 
Westminster, to Mr. W. T. Hendry, who 
| is part owner of tho vessel, to the effect, 
that she was lying on the rocks totally 
dismasted, with her jibsn.il hanging in the 
water and no sign of any one on board. 
| The scow Isabel will go up to day and take 
i out her lumber. Rodd is said to have 
had a serious quarrel with Elapholstz 
I shortly before tho latter fell overboard, 
I but the matter was presumably made up. 
A person who witnessed the affair from 
the shore states that he saw the man fall 
over the stern, while the master stated 
that Hapholst/. was knocked over by the 
foresail boom. Here is a discrepancy 
that should warrant further enquiry, es- 
pecially when taking into account the 
facts that no efforts seem to have been 
made by those on board to rescue their 
fellow sailor. That there had been ill feel- 
ing between him and the master: and the 
failure of Rodd to report himself to the 
owners gives rise to tho grave suspicion 
that both piracy and murder have been 
committed. Up to last evening nothing 
had been heard of Rodd and the one man 
(a Norwegian) who was with him on 
board the schooner when sue was last 
seen. It is fenrOd they have either de- 
camped or lost their livo3 in attempting 
to escape from the schooner. 

ARRIVAL OF* THE OTTER. 

Latost from All tho 0annorio3- 

Yesterday afternoon the steamer Otter, 
Captain Meyer, arrived from Fort Simp- 
son and Queon Charlotte's Island, with 
freight and passengers, among the latter 
were some liO Indians. The freight con- 
sisted of 120 tons brought out by the 
steamship Wellington from England to 
Departure Lay and a quantity of furs and 
oil from Skidegate. 

Little is reported in the way of news; 
all the canneries aro at work, but salmon 
are scarce, though better times are antici- 
pated. Mr. R. Cunningham at Port 
Esaington has about 100 cases ready for 
shipment, some of them from other can- 
neries, in addition to those of his own. 

The Inverness cannery was averaging 
about six fish to a boat. 

At Queen Charlotte's Islands dogfish 
were plentiful, one man having caught 
1000 in two days. 

The Otter, of course, called at all the 
ports along the coast, and had a good 
passage up; but encountered rough 
weather in coming down. 

She brought down a party who had 
been prospecting up there for minerals 
since last fall, but the result of their 
search is not at present known. On the 
north island, at Massett, Indians have 
caught very few seals, the low prices 
given for furs offering little inducement to 
them to try very hard to procure them. 

Doath of aii Old Pionoor. 

List evening at 9 o'clock, Mr. Philip 
J. Hall died at his house on Yates street 
after a lingering illness of about seven 
months. Mr. Hall was one of the pion- 
eers of this province, having arrived in 
Snil Francisco in 1840 from Australia; he 
came to Victoria in 1808, where he hassince 
resided. He was a native of Torquay, 
England. He was a member of the Ma- 
sonic and Oddfellow fraternities, and also 
of the Pioneer society. He was highly 
respected in the community and leavo3 a 
wife, a large family anil many friends to 
mourn his loss. He was born in 18*27, 
and at the time of his death was 50 years 
of age, he was a member of the Tiger 
company and steward of the fire depart- 
ment for some 15 years.

Nanaimo Assizes. 

lUcfore Hon. Justice McCrei^ht.J 

Webmsiiav, June G, 1883. 

Last Wednesday tho court opened at 
11 a.m., when Registrar Bray read the 
commission. 

The following gentlemen were impan- 
elled as a grand jury: 

C. N. Young, foreman; J. McLay, C. 
N. Westwood^ W. E. Blackett, D. Hog- 
gan, A. H. Horne,\V. Roberts, G. Camp- 
bell, G. H. Frost, J. McGregor, J. Bless- 
ing, J. Tambly, W. H. Cobiirn, M. Hor- 
rison, and E. H. Michael. 

The learned judge briefly explained the 
nature of the cases. 

Afr, Barnston applied for the dischargn 
of a man named Edward Byron, who had 
been bound over to appear to answer any 
indictment against him. 

Mr. Eberts, Crown prosecutor, said he 
did not intend to prefer an indictment. 

His lordship refused to make any or- 
der. 

The grand jury brought in the follow- 
ing bills: 

John Smith and Louis Page for larceny 
—no bill. 

Ye Chung and Ye Kan for attempting 
to kill Mah Goon by blowing up his 
house at Wellington— true bill. 

Y'ee Long for stealing a watch— true 
bill. 

Lewis Lewis for assault— true bill. 

John Jones, discharging firearms with 
intent to maim — true bill. 

Ling (ling and Ah Ship for stealing a 
duck and receiving stolen property— true 

The first case called was Ye Loop;, 
charged with stealing a watch from Dr. 
Foster on the steamer Oarppler. The de- 
fendant failed to put in an appearance, 
and his bail, §200 in cash, was ordered 
estreated. 

Regimi vs. Lewis Lewis. — The prisoner 
was charged (1) that on the 28th May at 
Cowichnn he did unlawfully assault Eliza- 
beth Charley with intent "to kill and mur- 
der; (2) assaulting Elizabeth Charley 
and inflicting actual bodily injury. Pris- 
oner pleaded not guilty. 

Mr. Klierts appeared for the Crown 
and Mr. M. W. T. Drake for the defence. 

Tho evidence of Mrs. Charley showed 
that prisoner came to her house in the 
evening, and after fastening the door 
struck her, tried to choke her and threat- 
ened to kill her. 

The prisoner, who is over 70, being al- 
lowed to testify, stated he went to remon- 
strate with Mrs. Charley about lighting 
fires so near to his fences, when she 
picked up a rolling-pin and hit him be- 
tween the eyes. 

Tho jury, after a short deliberation, 
brought in a verdict of not guilty, and 
tho prisoner was discharged. 

The next case w.is that of John Jones, 
charged with feloniously discharging a 
loaded gun with intent to do grievous 
botlily injury to John Greeno and two 
1 ndians. 

Prisoner pleaded not guilty. 

Mr. Eberts appeared for the Crown and 
M r.(!. tfaruston for the defence. 

The facts of this ease have already been 
given. 

Richard Glenn stated that he heard 
the report of the gun and that the pris- 
oner seemed stu pitied at what he had 
done. 

Tho jury found that the discharge of 
the gun was accidental, and recommend 
ed the prisoner to the mercy of the court. 

The judge ruled it was a verdict of 
"not guilty," and ordered tho discharge 
of the prisoner. 

Thursday, June 7, 18815. 

Ye Chung and Ye Kan, charged with 
blowing up a house at Wellington with 
murderous intent. The prisoners plead- 
ed not guilty. Messrs. Eberts, Drake 
and Barnston prosecuted; E. Harrison, 
jr. , defended. 

The prisoners were seen running away 
from the building a few moments before 
the explosion. 

Several Chinese witnesses stated they 
wound up their clocks exactly at seven 
p.m. (tho time of tho explosion) and that 
the prisoners were present. 

His lordship's summing up wa» strongly 
adverse to the prisoners. The jury, how- 
ever, after two hours' consideration, re- 
turned a verdict of "not guilty." 

Friday, June 8, 1883. 

Two Chinamen, Ling Oing and Ah 
Chip, were indicted for stealing one duck . 

Mr. Eberts for the Crown; Messrs. 
Barnston and Harrison for tho defence. 

Two jurymen stating that they would 
not believe any Chinaman on oath, were 
excused, but his lordship wished it under- 
stood no principle of law allowed it. 

Mrs. Whitfield saw one prisoner trying 
to get into a chicken coop, a dog was set 
on and prisoner went out backwards. . 

The jury after three hours' debate, 
found Ling Ging "not guilty," but that 
Ah Chip was guilty of feloniously recep- 
tion. 

The learned judge reserved tho points 
raited by Mr. Harrison, which will be 
argued before a full bench of the su- 
preme court. 

The prisoner was ordered to appear at 
the next assizes for sentence, if any. 
Bail, two sureties of §100 each and pris- 
oner in $200, 

The assizes were then closed .

Port Simpsnn. 

Mr. Ralph, surveyor, who loft Victoria 
on March 28th on a surveying expedition, 
returned yesterday bp the steamer Otter. 
He states lie surveyed 17 quarter sections 
in the vicinity of Fort Simpson, the land 
being rocky and unsuitable far anything 
but town lota. Tho surrounding country 
is well wooded, hut the timber is scrubby, 
though there were somu good looking 
trees here and there. Tho soil is good, 
and away from the coast the country is 
mountainous. The harbor is one of the 
best on the coast with deep water close in 
shore, and its widest portion is three 
miles across. The timber which prevails 
consists of red and yellow cedar, spruce, 
hemlock, pine and alder, and though the 
country is hilly, there are sumo stretches 
of level land. There are few white men 
to be found, and Indians are difficult to 
hire, as they aio busy at work at sawmills 
or engaged in lulling. They put up large 
quantities of what they term "muck a 
muck," oolichan grease, which is an ob- 
ject of baTter among themselves as food. 
Mr. Balph observed a few minerals, but 
among them were some specimens of 
mica, some of them five inches square 
and one inch thick, which would split 
into a hundred transparent sheets. He 
also found some good specimens of jet 
and amber on tho beach near Massett, 
Queen Charlotte's Island. Although the 
Indians have lived on this group of isl- 
ands for a century they always supposed 
there were no doer on any of them. On 
the main island lately, however, a large 
red deer resembling cariboo has been dis- 
covered inhabiting the lower portion of 
the mountains, and several of thorn have 
lately been shot. On her return trip the 
Otter experienced very stormy weather, 
und one day aft^r eight hours' steaming 
prior In reaching the shelter of Vancou- 
ver Island had to put back and start again 
next day only to encounter another gale, 
but at last managed to reach smooth 
water. 

Tho " WolUnffton-'' A Splondld Eun 
of 66 Lays. 

The new steamship " Wellington," 
Capt. Young, arrived at Departure Bay 
on Thursday morning, <iC days from New- 
castle, England. The steamship anchor- 
ed three days in the Straits of Magellan, 
thus making the run from England to 
Departure Bay in (li) days, Tho steam- 
ship brought out nine passengers, and a 
quantity of freight. A full description of 
this noblo vessel has already appeared, 
and it will suffice to say that she has a 
much larger carrying capacity than the 
Barnard Castle, and is fitted up with all 
the modern improvements for expedit- 
iously loading and discharging coal. She 
is owned by ft. Dunsniuir, Esq., M. P. P., 
and will be at once placed on the route 
between Departure Bay and San Francis- 
co, carrying cargoes of Wellington coal. 

This is tho first, sea-going steamship 
built for the owner of local collieries, and 
it is to be hoped that now the ice is 
broken, before many years elapse 
the entire coal carrying trade will be done 
by vessels owned by the proprietors of 
our collieries. If such was the case, the 
fluctuations of freight prices would not 
affect the coal trade. — Free Pre**.
